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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,4,5,7,8 and 1 0-1 5 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art Nakazawa US 6,689,456 teaches a perpendicular magnetic recording (Col. 17, 
Line 23-41 ) with a nonmagnetic underlayer (Col. 1 , Line 38-47) and crystal structure 
with two different oxides used in the grain boundary regions (Col. 7, Line 34-50). 
However, Nakazawa US 6,689,456 fails to teach, suggest or render obvious the 
combination of oxides selected from group A & B as argued by applicant in response 
filed 03/30/2009. Additionally, applicant has shown when combining Group A oxides 
with Group B oxides as shown in Table 1 & 2 an improvement in the grain boundary 
region is obtained and produces an unexpected overall improvement in signal to noise 
ratio SNRm (db) (shown in Figures 6-12).
